Life Guards to Suppress Pea- 
sants’ Pillaging Near 
Imperial Palace. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Friday, Dec. 4. 
night, via Helsingfors, Finland, Dec. 3 
~The sailors of the Fourteenth and 
Eighteenth divisions in which a chronic 
condition of mutiny has prevailed for 
gome time, were finally surrounded by 
troops here at & o’clock this morning 
armé were merched to piers, embarked 
on barges and dispatched to Cronstadt. 

The men had presented petitions sim- 
ilar to those of the sailors of Libau, 
Odessa and Sebastopol for an improve- 
ment in the service conditions and the 
reply being that they would be trans- 
ferred to Cronstadt, they held a meet- 
ing under the noses of the officers and 
refused to go until martial law was 
raised at Cronstadt. Accordingiy, the 
admiralty decided to use force. The 
task of capturing and embarking the 
men was successfully executed under 
Capt. Baron Ferzen, the former naval 
attache at Washington. 

A court martial under the presidency 
of Admiral Tomashevich has been ap- 
pointed to try the Cronstadt mutineers 
on the charge of armed insurrection. 

War Minister Rudiger has issued or- 
ders pfohibiting the granting of leave 
to soldiers to stay out of barracks at 
night. 

It is reported that the garrieon of 
Schusselburg fortress has practically 
mutinied and is joining in the demand 
for the liberation of political prisoners 
who bave not yet been: amnested. It is 
also reported that the Ladoga RKRegi- 
ment at Lomazha, Poland, recently mu ti- 
nied and that after struggle,with a loyal 
regiment the mutineers were finally dis- 
armed.

WINDSOR, Vt., Dec. 9.—It was.a grue- 
some death the State inflicted yester- 
day on Mary Mabel Rogers, the young 
Bennington woman, who murdered ber 
husband in August, 192. She was sup- 
posedly hanged, but was literally stran- 
gled with a rope by the Sheriff. . 

The hanging was attended by a series 
of incidents almost unparalleled in the 
annuls of legal execution, and was s0 
horrible that the Sheriff's guards and 
official witnesses sickened at the sight. 
It is believed hanging will be wiped off 
the iaws as a result. For a bungling 
job nothing approaching it éver oc- 
curred in Vermont. 

The rope stretched from three to six 
inches, the woman's feet came down 
flat on the floor, and as she wriggled and 
twisted convulsively to free herself two 
deputies on the platform above her 
grasped the rope, and, hoisting her into 
midair, held her suspended and gasping 
until the requirement of the law had 
been fulfilled. 

Then every man in the execution cham- 
ber, including the three Vermont news- 
paper men who were delegated to repre- 
sent the entire press, were sworn to 
secrecy and a statement was issued to 
the eeffct that the hanging had been ac-

By almost unanimous opposition the 
City Council refused to grant the peti- 
tion of the Executive Committee of the 
Joint Committee on Free Bridge Bond 
Issue when, at Friday's meeting, they 
asked that the Wells bond bill be 
amended to meet popular demands or 
report the Ziebold free bridge bond 
measure, 

The petition was filed without recom- 
mendation, after a motion by Council- 
man Cramer, to the effect that it be 
referred to the Committee on Ways and 
Means had failed, not being seconded. 

Later a another motion by Mr. Cra- 
mer, asking a reconsideration of the 
vote by which the amended Wells bill 
was sent back to the committee, also 
died unseconded, and there was no de- 
bate, 

When Councilman Cramer, on behalf 
of the Executive Committee of the 
Joint Committee on Free Bridge Bond 
Issue, presented the petition calling for 
a report of the amended Wells bill or 
for passage of the Ziebold measure, 
there was a stir among free bridge ad- 
vocates in the lobbies and galleries. 

The petition was read, and it waz 
then moved by Cramer that the com- 
munication be referred to the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means for such “‘‘ac- 
tion as it may deem fit.” 

Councilman Lesser was on his feet in 
an instant, asking Cramer’s reasons for 
the motion. He was told that the pe- 
tition properly belonged in the com- 
mittee'’s hands. 

Why “Free” Was Omitted. 


Mr. Lesser then began a defense of 
the committee’s amendments to the 
Wells bill, and expressed resentment of 
criticiams of the Council.

DEPENDS ON BONDS, 


“Unless the people decide to issue 
bonds to provide money with which to 
build and maintain the several publi¢ 
institutions contemplated tn the Zie- 
bold bill and amended Wells or- 
dinance, now| before the Municipal 
Assembly, there will be no municipal 
lighting plant,” says Comptroller 
James Y. Player. 

“The ordinance passed in February, 
1903, gives the Comptroller authority 
to segregate | $140,000 every year for 
about seven years, as a fund to de- 
fray the cost! of establishing a light- 
ing plant and construct conduits and 
pole lines,” said Mr. Player, “but I 
have never made any such provision 
because in the present state of our 
public institutions the money is im- 
peratively needed to make repairs and 
continue the |buildings in a habitable 
condition. 

“The issuance of bonds in sufficient 
,mount to giye the city proper homea 
for the sick, insane and poor, and for 
other municipal purposes, is of first 
importance, Under existent conditions 
revenue not otherwise employed will 
be required to furnish, repair and 
maintain the present delapidated 
Structures. 

‘I think there are other uses to 
which so large a sum of money can be 
applied more advantageously than in 
the erection of a lighting plant. 

“A municipal lHghtin plant may 
come later—if the people vote for the 
hond ordinanee, but there is not much 
prospect of a|plant otherwise.”

Gen. John W. Noble, ex-Secretary of 
the Interior, ‘made his headquarters 
while here at the Fifth Avenue Hoiel, 
that abode of Republican politicians 
und public men since its establishment. 

Gen. Noble told the delegates that 
only a few days ago he heard the hoot 
of owls and howls of wuolves in the vir- 
gin woods and fertile iields of tlie 
Ozarks. There, he said, were enough 
ef unpruductive acres to make happy 
half the honest immigrants who desired 
to beccme gvod citizens.

W hs ue received an offer from the 
Kansas City Athletic Club of $2200, he 
said that the offer was too good to re- 
fuse, but he would continue to give the 
university the benefits ot his services 
for $1700, or $500 a vear less than he 
was Offered by Kansas City. The 
{alumni would not accept this proposi- 
tion and Delaney’s resignation, much 
to his surprise, it is whispered, was ac- 
cepted. 

_Dowd was obtained from Holy Cross 
College and took charge of the foot- 
ball eleven. There were rumors of dis- 
content expressed even before the Iowa 
game, but thy were as a calm before 
the storm compared to the tornado of 
fury that burst forth on the hard 
working little Celt's head when the 
lowa game was lost.

Police Board President Said the 
Race Would Continue to 
Be Persecuted. 


“The Jewish race must reach salva- 
tion through persecution. The Jews 
have always been persecuted for their 
faith, and they will be persecuted as 
long as they remain falthful to that 
faith.” 

‘These words of the same 
tenor, spoken by President Stewart 
of the Police Board at the Thanksgiving 
Day meeting of the Jewish reSidents of 
St. Louis to commemorate the 250th 
anniversary of the establishment of the 
Jews in America, instant indig- 
nation among their and have 
since been the absorbing of con- 
versation on the part of all parties in- 
terested. 

The utterance was taken as meaning 
that Jews must expect. to be perSecutied 
until they became Christians. It fell like 
a bomb in the midst of the great gath- 
ering where it was voiced. [t was taken 
as especially siartling because of the 
fact that Mr. Stewart stood before the 
meeting as the personal and official 
representative of Gov. Foik, reading the 
Guvernor’s letter of regret aS being un- 
able to attend, and then addressing the 
meeting as the accepted spokesman for 
Missouri's executive, 

Rabbis Were Astounded.

Many rabbis and} other prominent rep- 
reSentatives of the Jewish faith were 
asiounded at Mr. Stewart’ s words. Rab- 
bi Sonneschein, fullowing the close of 
the meeting, spoke im plain terms of 
Mr. Stewart 8 uilerance, and many oLrfi- 
ers voiced their ¢condemipatiion of the 
Police Board President for making such 
a speech.
